The non-final Office Action rejected claims 1-60 under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Vaung ct ai (U.S. Patent No. 6,446,069). The rejection is respectfully overcome 
in view of the amendments and/or remarks presented herein. 

By this Response, claim 1 is amended to incorporate features from claim 5. An exemplary 
system according to claim I interlaces between a plurality of software applications and a plurality 
of users, in response to an input from one of the users to a particular one of the software 
applications, the exemplary system provides instructions to the particular software application 
regarding entitlements of the one of the plurality of users to access a particular function of the 
particular software application. For each software application, an identification of hierarchically 
arranged functions associated with that software application is provided An entitlement of the 
one of the plurality of users to on e of the hierarchica lly arranged functions au tomatical ly applies 
to fun ctions th a t are h ierarchically subordinate to th e one of the plurali ty ofhierarchically 
arranged . functions .
